To the inhabitants of the Town of Chesterfield, in the 
County of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
affirs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Chesterfield on Tuesday, the 12th. day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


Art. 1 To see what action the town wishes to take in re- 
gards to assessors. 


Art. 2. To see what sum of money the town will raise to 
defray town charges. 


Art. 3. To see what action the town will take in regards 
to unexpended balances of 1934 appropriations. 


Art. 4. To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
highway maintenance. 


Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for snow removal. 


Art. 6 To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the poor. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
Old Age Assistance. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the libraries. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to buy additional 
chairs for the hall and raise money for the same. 


Art. 10. 'To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the fire department. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for street hehting. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the improvement of the common. 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to purchase all or a 
part of the church sheds in West Chesterfield, to be used for 
Storage of town equipment, and raise money for same. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to observe Old Home 
Day and raise money for same. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to raise money to 
build a new bridge on the river road to replace present bridge. 


Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to buy a lot on the 
shore of Spofford lake from Harry A. Pierce for use as a public 
bathing beach and raise money for the same. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 to oil the Spofford-Westmoreland road from 
Mill Hill in Spofford village to the town line at Westmore- 
land or act thereon. 


Art 18. To see if the town will accept state aid for con- 
struction of Class II road known as Lake road and Bear [Hill 


road and raise and appropriate or set aside for said purpose the 
sum of $1,948.00 or will accept state aid for construction of 
Class V roads and raise and appropriate or set aside for said 
purpose the sum of $757.99. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road across the common from a point on the state road near 
the residence of Charles A. Post to where said road joins the 
straight road across the common and raise money for filling 
and grading. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
short section of road leading from the state road past the monu- 
ment to the straight road across the common and raise money 
for filling and grading. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to remove part of 
the stone work on the east end of the town hall and build on 
an extension for a permanent stage with dressing rooms and 
raise money therefor or act thereon. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to install three lights 
in Spofford village as follows: 


(a) On a pole in front of Ernest Ball’s house on School 
St. 

(b) On Joslin road to Main St., near road leading from 
the land of Mrs. John A. Schlicting. 


(c) On pole in front of residence of the late Henry Rice. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to license milk deal- 
ers operating in Chesterfield according to Chap. 42 & 163 P. L. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
small section of road in front of the residence of Henry C. 
Chickering left when the course of the state road was changed. 

Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $100 to be known as the Farr-Caswell Trust Fund, the in- 
come to be paid the Chesterfield West Cemetery Association 
for the perpetual care and improvement of the Leon Farr and 
Carrie Caswell lot in Chesterfield West Cemetery. 
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Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100 to be known as the Nelson H. Ball Trust Fund for the per- 
petual care of the Nelson H. Ball lot in Spofford cemetery, in- 
terest on said $100 to be expended on fertilizer and perpetual 
care. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100 to be known as the George E. Joslin Trust. Fund for the 
perpetual care of the George E. Joslin lot in Spofford ceme- 
tery. Interest on said $100 to be expended for the perpetual 
eare and fertilizer on said lot each year. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $500.00 to be held in trust, the income to be used for the 
purchase of books for the public library in said town and to be 
known as the David W. Beckley Fund. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of two hundred dollars ($200), one hundred dollars to be 
placed with the Richard T. Cobb Trust Fund and one hundred 
dollars to be placed with the M. H. Spaulding Trust Fund. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
one hundred dollars ($100) to be known as the Maryann 
Thompson Trust Fund, the income to be used for the per- 
petual care and improvement of the Maryann Thompson burial 
lot in the Spofford cemetery. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $100 to be known as the Charles W. Chamberlain Trust 
Fund, the income to be paid to the Chesterfield West Cemetery 
Association for the perpetual care and improvement of the 
Joshua W. Chamberlain, Sr., and Josiah Chamberlain lot. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $100 to be known as the Amidon-Hannum Trust Fund, the 
income to be paid to the Chesterfield West Cemetery Associa- 
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tion for the perpetual care and improvement of the EH. R. 
Amidon and the William P. Hannum burial lot in Chester- 
field West Cemetery. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $100 to be known as the Amidon-Stanley Trust Fund, the 
income to be paid to the Chesterfield West Cemetery Asso- 
ciation for the perpetual care and improvement of the Larkin 
W. Amidon and Mabel A. Stanley burial lot in Chesterfield 
West cemetery. 


Art. 34. 'To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
fifty dollars ($50) to be known as the George Ware Trust 
Fund for the perpetual care and improvement of the one half 
of Ware-Jackson lot. The income to be used for the care and 
improvement of the one half lot in Chesterfield West ceme- 
tery. 


Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $100 to be known as the Nathan Puffer Trust Fund, thie in- 
come to be used for the perpetual care and improvement of the 
Nathan Puffer burial lot in Spofford cemetery. 


Art. 36. To see if the citizens of this town will accept the 
fire siren now installed on the Square Deal Garage as a gift 
from Mr. Ralph Mulligan in memory of his father. The siren 
to be placed on the tower of the fire house. 


Art. 37. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provi- 
sions of the Municipal Budget Act. 


Art. 88. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes in 1935.

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RULES FOR CAUCUS AND TOWN MEETING 
CHESTERFIELD, N. H. 


ADOPTED BY SPECIAL MEETING 


1. The election of all town officers at Town Meeting shiall 
be by the Australian ballot (adopted at 1934 Town Meeting.) 


| 2. A caucus for nomination of town officers shall be held 

on the Wednesday preceding Town Meeting, at which all whose 
names appear on the check list shall be privileged to partici- 
pate. 


3. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk or Head Select- 
man to post notices of such caucus at least two weeks prior to 
the date said caucus is to be held. 


4. The Town Clerk shall prepare an Australian ballot for 
use at the caucus, upon which ballot shall be placed the names 
of all candidates for office which may be filed with the said 
clerk forty-eight hours prior to the caucus. 


— 


5. <A filing fee shall be required.from each, candidate for 
an office carrying a compensation. The fee shall be as follows: 
Selectman $2.50, Treasurer $2.50, Tax Collector $2.50, Town 
Clerk $1.50, Road Agent $1.50. All others require.no fee. 


6. The Chairman of the Board of Supervisors of the Check 
‘List shall call the meeting to order, the caucus to elect its own 
officers. In the absence of the chairman, any member of the 
Board of Supervisors shall call the meeting to order and pre- 
side until a chairman is elected. 
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7. The Town Clerk shall prepare a ballot substantially in 
the form of that used at biennial elections for use on Town 
Meeting day, and shall cause to be placed on said ballot the 
names of all candidates receiving 20% or more, of all ballots 
east at the caucus for the office in connection with whjch their 
names appear; should this provision not result in placing on 
the ballot for Town Meeting the names of two candidates for 
each office to be elected, then he shall place on said ballot the 
name of such candidate who received the largest vote less than 
20% at said caucus until there shall be on the ballot two names 
for each office to be elected, all names to be alphabetically ar- 
ranged for each office. 


8. In the addition to the names of all candidates nom- 
inated by caucus there shall be printed on the ballot the names 
of all candidates whose names are presented to the Town Clerk 
by 6:00 P. M. of the Saturday preceding Town Meeting, with a 
petition of twenty-five names of voters of the Town. 


9. Polls shall open at 9:00 A. M. on Town Meeting day, 
voting to be under the rules for voting at biennial elections. 
The polls shall be closed not earlier than 1:00 P. M. and the 
time of closing may be extended by vote of the Town. 


10. At 10:00 A. M. the meeting shall take up the consider- 
ation of articles in the warrant, while the balloting is progress- 
ing. 


11. The Moderator shall be empowered to appoint an As- 
sistant Moderator and the Town Clerk an Assistant Clerk to 
have charge of the balloting while the Moderator and Town 
Clerk are engaged in their duties in connection with the other 
business of Town Meeting. 


12. These rules may be amended or changed by a ma- 
jority vote at any Town Meeting, provided previous notice is 
given by having an article in the warrant for that meeting. 
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13. The signature of any person petitioning for more 
than one nominee for an office shall be counted but once and 
that for the person appearing first alphabetically on the check 
list. 


14. The caucus shall be held to open at 2:00 p. m. on the 
Wednesday preceding town meeting and close at no later than 
4:00 P. M., earlier at the option of the chairman. 
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TOWN MEETING, MARCH, 1934 


Proceedings of the Annual Meeting of the voters of the 
Town of Chesterfield, called at the Town Hall in said town on 
Tuesday, March 13, 1934. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, James 
A, Wilson, at 9:45 A. M., and the warrant read by the Clerk. 


The articles of the warrant were then disposed of as fol- 
lows: 


Artiele 1. Election of Clerk. Voted that the Moderator 
be instructed to east one ballot for Imogene L. Chickering to 
serve as Clerk for the ensuing year and Imogene hl. Chickering 
having a majority of votes cast was declared elected and took 
the oath of office before the Moderator. 


Article 2. Election of one Selectman for three years. 
Whole number of votes cast 211. Necessary for choice 106. 
Clarence F. Springer had 1, Walter J. Post had 1, John Mans- 
ley had 34, Fred E. Atherton had 175 and Fred E. Atherton 
having a majority of votes cast was declared elected and took 
the oath of office before the Moderator. 


Article 3. Election of Treasurer. Voted that the Clerk 
east one ballot for David W. Allen to serve as Treasurer for 
the ensuing vear and David W. Allen having the majority of 
votes cast was declared elected and took the oath of office be- 
fore the Moderator. 


Article 4. Election of Library Trustees. George EH. Joslin 
- was elected by voice vote to serve as Library Trustee for three 
vears and there being a vacancy Morris Friedsam was elected 
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by voice vote to serve as Library ‘Trustee for two years. Both 
took the oath of office before the Moderator. 


Article 5. Election of Fireward. Carl Whitcomb was 
elected by voice vote to serve as Fireward but the election was 
not allowed by the Moderator as he was not in the hall to ae- 
eept or decline. Then John Redding was elected by voice vote 
to serve as Fireward for three years and took the oath of of- ’ 
fice before the Moderator. 


Article 6. Election of other Town Officers. 


Tax Collector. Voted that the Clerk be instructed to cast 
one ballot for Harry E, Winn to serve as Tax Collector for 
the ensuing year and Harry E. Winn having a majority of votes 
east was declared elected and took the oath of office before 
the Moderator. 


Road Agents. Voted to start at East Part of Town and 
continue to the Center. East Part. Whole number of votes 
cast 235. Necessary for choice 118. Clarence F. Springer had 
1, D. A. Wellington 1, Arthur C, Hewitt 9, Donald A. Welling- 
ton had 75, Walter J. Post had 149 and Walter J. Post having a 
majority of votes cast was declared elected. 


Center. Whole number of votes cast 243. Necessary for 
choice 122. Perley Plant had 1, Clarence F. Springer had 1, 
William Nurse 12, Henry C. Chickering 94, Roger C, Spaulding 
had 1385 and Roger C. Spaulding having a majority of votes 
cast was declared elected. 


West Part. Ist. vote. Whole number of votes cast 193. 
Necessary for choice 97. Roger C. Spaulding had 1, David W. 
Allen had 2, Clinton A. Davis 4, Perley Plant 8, C. A. May- 
nard 9, Fred J. Stoddard 11, Emroy G. Carey 27, Clifford E. 
Chickering 37, George E. Carruth 43, Clarence F. Springer 51 
and there was no choice. 
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2nd. vote. Whole number of votes east 221. Necessary 
for choice 111. Perley Plant had 1, Fred J. Stoddard 5, Emroy 
G. Carey 27, Clifford E. Chickering 51, George E. Carruth 63, 
Clarence F. Springer 74 and there was no choice. 


3rd. vote. Whole number of votes cast 227. Necessary 
for choice 114. Fred J. Stoddard had 2, Emroy G. Carey 3, 
Clifford E. Chickering 54, Clarence F. Springer 76, George E. 
Carruth 92 and there was no choice. 


4th. vote. Whole number of votes cast 218. Necessary 
for choice 110. Clifford E. Chickering had 43, Clarence F. 
Springer 66, George E. Carruth 109 and there was no choice. 


5th. vote. Whole number of votes cast 215. Necessary for 
choice 108. Clarence F. Springer had 11, Clifford E. Chicker- 
ing 62, George E. Carruth 142 and George E. Carruth having a 
majority of votes cast was declared elected. 


Then Walter J. Post, Roger C. Spaulding and George E. 
Carruth, Road Agents elected, took the oath of office before 
the Moderator. 


Auditors. John Mansley and Wallace Record were elect- 
ed by voice vote to serve as Auditors for the ensuing year and 
both took the oath of office before the Moderator. 


‘Constables. Charles H. Spaulding, William D. Pierce and 
Harold EK. Randall were elected by voice vote to serve as con- 
stables for the ensuing year and all took the oath of office be- 
fore the moderator. 


Motion made by Mr. Friedsam that officers of secondary 
nature such as are to come be appointed by the Selectmen, 
passed in the affirmative. This included Fence Viewers and 
Surveyors of Wood and Lumber. 
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Trustee of Trust Funds. Harold E. Randall was elected by 
voice vote to serve as Trustee of Trust Funds for the ensuing 
year and took the oath of office before the Moderator. 


Sextons. Voted that the Moderator cast one ballot for 
Byron. A. Davis to serve as Sexton for the ensuing year and 
Byron A. Davis having a majority of votes cast was declared 
elected. Fred W. Holman, Harlan Streeter, Fred E. Atherton, 
Charles A. Tuttle, and Paul Welcome were elected by voice vote 
to serve as Sextons for the ensuing year and all took the oath 
of office before the Moderator with, the exception of Charles 
A. Tuttle. An objection to Charles A. Tuttle serving as Sex- 
ton because he was not in the hall was over ruled by the Mod- 
erator. 


Article 7. Voted that the unexpended balances revert 
back to the funds for which they were raised. 


Article 8. Voted to raise the sum of $3,250.00 to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and that salaries remain the 
same under this budget as last year. 


Article 9. Voted to raise the sum of $724.55 for State Aid 
Construction which with the unexpended balance brings the 
total up to $1,992.00 which is the required amount. 


Article 10. Because of the large amount of unexpended 
balance raised for the support of the poor, it was voted to pass 
over this article. 


Article 11. Voted to pass over the article, taking what- 
ever funds are needed for Old Age Assistance out of the un- 
expended balance raised for the support of the poor. 


Article 12. Voted that the three sides of Town be given 
$2,000.00 each for Highway Maintenance, making the total 
amount $6,000.00. 
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Article 13. Voted to raise the sum of $300.00 for main- 
tenance of the Fire Department. 


Article 14. Voted to raise a sum sufficient to make the 
total sum of $200.00 for the support of Libraries. 


Article 15. Voted to observe Old Home Day and to raise 
the sum of $150.00 for same. Walter Dunbar was elected by 
voice vote to sueceed himself as sole Old Home Day Commit- 
tee. He resigned and the resignation was accepted. Morris 
Friedsam was then elected by voice vote and he resigned. Then 
Paul M. Penning was elected by voice vote to serve as Old 
Home Day Committee. 


Article 16. Voted to raise the sum of $1,750.00 for street 
lighting. 


Article 17. Voted to raise the sum of $1,500.00 to build 
a proper decorative fire house on Main Street in Chesterfield. 


Article 18. Voted to pass over the article. 


Article 19. A motion to raise the sum of $25.00 for the 
purpose of putting a plate with the names of thie holders, the 
date they received it and the age, on the Boston Post Gold Head 
Cane that goes to the oldest male resident of Chesterfield did 
not pass. | 


Article 20. A motion to raise the sum of $3,200.00 to pur- 
chase adequate snow removal equipment, the same to be located 
in the Center part of Town and to be available to the. other 
parts of Town and the Amendment of leaving the disposition 
of the apparatus to the best judgment of the Selectmen passed 
in the affirmative. 


Artiele 21. Voted to raise the sum of $2,000.00 for snow 
removal; approximately $1,400.00 of said sum to be used to 
pay what is all ready due and the remaining $600.00 to be used 
for snow removal for the ensuing year. 
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Article 22. Voted to install one street light on an elec- 
tric pole near John Belliviews house in Spofford village. 


Article 23. Voted to install one street light on the elec- 
tric pole near the Chester Allen house in Spofford village. 


Article 24. There being no P. W. A. or C. W. A. funds 
available at the present time, on motion of Morris Friedsam 
it was voted to amend Article 24 and raise an amount not to 
exceed $600.00 for the grading, fencing and beautification of 
the Town Common. This operation to be under the supervision 
of the Selectmen and by this Amendment all other parts of the 
original Article 24 are voted as passed over. 


Article 25. Voted to adopt the ballot svstem for the elec- 
tion of Town Officers as provided for in Chapter 26 Public 
Laws of New Hampshire. 


Article 26. The vote to see whether beer or other lawful 
alcoholic beverages shall be manufactured or sold locally as 
permitted under Chapter 99 Section 22 Public Laws of New 
Hampshire resulted as follows: Whole number of votes cast 
167. Necessary for choice 84. No had 48, Yes had 119 and it 
was declared passed in the affirmative by the Moderator. 


Article 27. Voted to accept the sum of $100.00 to be 
known as the Arthur H. Post Trust Fund, the income to be 
used for perpetual care and improvement of the Arthur H. 
Post burial lot in Spofford cemetery. 


Article 28. Voted to accept the sum of $100.00 to be 
known as Reuben B. Foster Trust Fund, the income to be used 
for perpetual care and improvement of the Reuben B. Foster 
burial lot in Spofford cemetery. 
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Article 29. Voted to accept the sum of $100.00 to be 
known as the George O. and Merle W. Cobleigh Trust Fund, 
the income to be used for perpetual care and improvement of 
their burial lots in Chesterfield West cemetery. 


Article 30. Voted that the same method be used in eol- 
lecting taxes for the ensuing year as was used last year. 
Voted to adjourn at 4:57 P. M.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


The conference under the supervision of the State Board 
of Health Division of Maternity Infancy and Child Hygiene 
was held in the Chesterfield Community Club House on Thurs- 
day afternoon, June 14, 1934. 


The conference was sponsored by the Chesterfield Com- 
munity Club, Miss Elizabeth Carriel, State Public Health Nurse, 
in charge of the work was assisted by a group of local-ladies. 


Thirty-four children were weighed and measured and 
given a complete physical examination by Dr. Taylor of Keene, 
Ne ED 


Under the Child Recovery Program in New Hampshire a 
State Board of Health activity under the Division of Maternity 
Infancy and Child Hygiene, three pre-school children were 
eared for at the Elliot Community Hospital in Keene, N. H. 


One house was quarantined for Scarlet Fever, one for 
Measles and one was posted for Whooping Cough. 


Dump no rubbish signs were posted near Spofford Lake. 


Water Chlorinators were installed at Lake Spofford Cabins 
and Spofford Lake Hotel. Several samples of water were 
taken and sent to Concord for analysis, one was reported as 
unsafe for use. A man found dead on the mountain, road so- 
ealled was transported to Keene where he was identified by 
relatives. The sewage from a hotel near Spofford Lake that 
has been troublesome was investigated and reported to the 
State Board of Health, and it is expected some remedy will be 
found to better conditions. Three out door toilets were re-

paired as ordered. Several cesspools have been moved back 
further from Spofford Lake. Milk inspection in town ean not 
be earried on satisfactory until the town votes to license its 
milk dealers.

We wish to submit to the taxpayers the following report: 

The West Chesterfield Fire Company had seven alarms 
during the year, four house fires, two forest fires and one 
ehimney fire. The Chesterfield Company had nine alarms, 
two house fires, three chimney fires and four forest fires. 

The W. C. Company did an excellent job at the Lasky 
fire. The house was struck by lightning and had a half hour 
start when they received the alarm, the roof of the main build- 
ing was in flames when they arrived but they kept it from 
spreading to the other buildings, saved the ell and removed 
all the furniture down stairs. They were called to Churchills 
farm on the river and saved a barn and other buildings, the 
house and one barn were in flames and nothing could be done 
to save them. 

The Center company saved the buildings on the Dutcher 
place when one barn was struck by lightning. There was no 
one on the place at the time and the barn that was struck was 
beyond saving when discovered but by the use of the fire 
engine enough water was poured on the other wood buildings 
to save them. 

We think that both companies are doing excellent work 
and are offering a whole lot of protection to our property. 

The new fire house was completed in the summer and the 
hose tower was equipped with ropes and pulleys for drying hose 
and it has proved satisfactory. We installed an oil burner 
which has been operating very’satisfactorily this winter.
